JERUSALEM . July 23—British 
po lice investigating the King David 
ho tel bo mbing in w’hich abo ut IOO 
perso ns are dead o r missing to day 
ro unded up hundreds o f suspects, 
including a Jew fo und suffering 
fro m bullet wo unds who was hid­ 
ing no t far fro m the bullet-riddled 
bo dy o f ano ther Jew. 
The wo unded Jew and .several 
co mpanio ns fo und with him were 
tentatively 
identified 
as 
having 
been am o ng the perpetrato rs o f 
the King David bo mbing. 
The Jew s w'ere believed to be

o f o ne o f the under­ 
gro und Jewish o rganizatio ns which

The arrests w'ere made under a

NOBODY ever has any trouble 
recognizing the man whose fi­ 
nances have gone comp letely hay­ 
wire, the bankrup t, the tram p , the 
dp wn-and-outer, but it is quite a 
different m atter to identify those 
who always run just a little into 
the red.

These are the p eo­ 
p le with full-blown, clear-cut de­ 
ficit- v y diseases such as scurvy, 
beriberi or p ellagra. 


Vague Symp toms 
It is a much more difficult thing 
to recognize the vague, widesp read 
and milder symp toms which may 
result when the vitamin income is 
of the betwlxt-and-between va­ 
riety, neither really sufficient nor 
yet totally inadequate to meet the 
body’s requirements. 
Resulting evils will dep end on 
two things: the degree of the de­ 
ficiency, and the vitamins con­ 
cerned. 
Thus, in vitamin A deficiency, 
one of the first signs may be some 
thickening of the lining membrane 
over the eyeball. This thickening 
is called Bitot’s sp ots. Another 
condition which may develop is a 
disturbance of the skin called hy­ 
p erkeratosis. This takes on the ap ­ 
p earance of p ermanent goose flesh. 
Doses of Vitamin A 
When these disorders are found 
in p ersons who have been using 


imp rup er diets, Dr. William Ii. 
Sebrell of Bethesda, Maryland, 
suggests that they be treated by 
giving them large doses of vitamin 
A. lf this thickening of the lining 
membrane of the eye and the 
change in the skin clear up , it is 
evident that they were due to a 
vitamin A deficiency. 
If a severe vitamin C deficiency 
occurs, it will cause bleeding into 
the skin under the lining mem­ 
brane around the bones and swol­ 
len, sp ongy, bleeding and p ainful 
gums. The gums may retract from 
around the teeth and the teeth 
themselves become loose. 
Such severe deficiencies of vita­ 
min C do not often occur. However, 
milder cases may be p resent more 
frequently. 
In 
such 
instances, 
there are slight swelling of the 
gums, chronic retraction, and in­ 
fection, as is seen in p yorrhea. 
According to Dr. Sebrell, in 
such cases, the giving of vitamin 
(^frequently brings imp rovement. 
When these symp toms occur, even 
when there is some question of the 
diagnosis, he believes that the p a­ 
tient should be given a large dose 
of vitamin C each day to determine 
if imp rovement can be brought 
about 
Though the diagnosis of mild 
vitamin deficiency is comp lex and 
uncertain, its cure is so simp le and 
so sure that even if such defi­ 
ciencies are only susp ected, treat­ 
ment with vitamins should be at­ 
temp ted, just in case. This means 
the giving of large doses. How 
large they should he and how often 
they should be taken, is a matter 
for the p hysician to decide. 
More on this tomorrow.

NOBODY ever has any trouble 
recognizing the man whose fi­ 
nances have gone completely hay­ 
wire, the bankrupt, the tramp, the 
dewn-and-outer, but ti is quite a 
different matter to identify those 
who always run just a little into 
the red. 
The same thing is true of the 
troubles which result from vita­ 
min deficiencies, which may be 
more or less severe, depending on 
how the individual vitamin budget 
is balanced. It is easy enough for 
the doctor to recognize the vita­ 
min bankrupts. These are the peo­ 
ple with full-blown, clear-cut de­ 
ficit- 
y diseases such as acurvy, 
beriberi or pellagra. 
Vague Symptoms 
It is a much more difficult thing 
to recognize the vague, widespread 
and milder symptoms which may 
result when the vitamin income is 
of the betwixt-and-between va­ 
riety, neither really sufficient nor 
yet totally inadequate to meet the 
body’s requirements. 
Resulting evils will depend ob 
two things: the degree of tile de­ 
ficiency, and the vitamins con­ 
cerned. 
Thus, in vitamin A deficiency, 
one of the first signs may be some 
thickening of the lining membrane 
over the eyeball. This thickening 
ia called Bitot’s spots. Another 
condition which may develop is a 
disturbance of the skin called hy­ 
perkeratosis. This takes on the ap­ 
pearance of permanent goose flesh. 
Doses of Vitamin A 
When these disorders are found 
in persons who have been using 


improper diets, Dr. W illiam H. 
Sebrell of Bethesda, Maryland, 
suggests that they be treated by 
giving them large doses of vitamin 
A. lf this th in n in g of the lining 
membrane of the eye and the 
charge in the skin clear up, it is 
evident that they were due to a 
vitamin A deficiency. 
If a severe vitamin C deficiency 
occurs, it will cause bleeding into 
the skin under the lining mem­ 
brane around the bones and swol­ 
len, spongy, bleeding and painful 
gums. The gums may retract from 
around the teeth and the teeth 
themselves become loose. 
Such severe deficiencies of vita­ 
min C do not often occur. However, 
milder cases may be present more 
frequently. 
In such 
instances, 
there are slight swelling of the 
gums, chronic retraction, and in­ 
fection, as is seen in pyorrhea. 
According to Dr. Sebrell, in 
such cases, the giving of vitamin 
C frequently brings improvement. 
When these symptoms occur, even 
when there is some question of the 
diagnosis, he believes that the pa­ 
tient should be given a large dose 
of vitamin C each day to determine 
if improvement can be brought 
about 
Though the diagnosis of mild 
vitamin deficiency is complex and 
uncertain, its cure is so simple and 
so sure that even if such defi­ 
ciencies are only suspected, treat­ 
ment with vitamins should be at­ 
tempted, just in case. This means 
the giving of large doses. How 
large they should he and how often 
they should be taken, is a matter 
for the physician to decide. 
More on this tomorrow.

Prices Will Be High 


For Some Time 


Where shortages exist now In 
the livestock feed picture, it looks 
like supplies will he more plentiful 
so <n, according to feed sp ecialists 
of the Farm Bureau Cooperative 
Association, 
Columbus. However, 
price* are expected to rem ain at 
a comparative high level. 
Ore reason given for the present 
outlook 
was 
the 
unprecedented 
amount of grain flowing into the 
terminal m arkets throughout the 
state. During two days of last 
week, 
the 
cooperative 
handled 
more grain than ever before. 
Record livestock shipments to 
r arkets was given as another rea­ 
son for easing of the feed situa­ 
tion. Animals remaining on farm s 
will likely be fed rough grain and 
grass 
until fall, the specialists 
predicted, requiring little com m er­ 
cial feed. 
Noticeable effects of high grain 
prices 
were 
reflected 
in 
some 
markets, where grain is not being 
held 
for 
speculative 
purposes. 
Most shipments are being made to 
eastern points. Some feed m anu­ 
facturers fear making feed under 
present 
conditions 
might 
cause 
them to sell at losses should OPA 
return with feed price ceilings. 
The law of supply and demand 
will level off feed price* later, the 
specialists predict. Farm ers will 
sell while prices are high and buy 
when 
prices 
decline. 
No 
great 
amount of livestock will be return­ 
ed from the city m arkets to farm s 
for feeding purposes, until prices 
become more stable. 
Housewives will probably feel 
the pinch of shortages in m eat 
and milk products again this Fall, 
according to the specialists. As in 
the past, unusually heavy m arket­ 
ings of livestock are followed by 
unusually light ones. Where de­ 
mand la great enough to absorb 
peak sales, supplies are not suf­ 
ficient to cover weak m arketing 
periods, they said.

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Near Failure; U. S. Must 


Feed Germans

FRANKFURT

23 -T he 
Potsdam program for rehabilita­ 
tion of Germany is on the bitter 
brink of failure. 
France and Russia are strang­ 
ling the Potsdam agreement. This 
dispatch 
will 
attem pt to relate 
how that might cost the American 
taxpayer* a lot of money or worse. 
Our officials here are agreed 
that now is the moment of oppor­ 
tunity to bring Germany back in­ 
to the society of self-supporting, 
democratic, peaceful nations. 
That was th** Potsdam objective. 
If it fails to work and no substi­ 
tute is found for it the United 
States will have lost the peace. 
France, by the veto, block s the 
economic and political unification 
of Germany. France demands that 
the Rhineland, the Ruhr and the 
Saar 
valley 
be 
separated florn 
postw ar Germany. Until the other 
power* agree France refuses to 
permit the Potsdam agreement to 
function. 
Now comes 
th** Soviet Union 
with a program of violation of the 
Potsdam agreem ent. Russia pro­ 
poses a centralization of govern­ 
ment in postw ar Germany whereas 
sh*3 agreed at Potsdam to "decen­ 
tralization of the political struc­ 
ture and the development of local 
responsibility.’' 
The past and future months of 
delay more than lik ely will pro­ 
vide Russia with an 
irresistible 
opportunity to dig in where she 
occupies Germany and either m ain­ 
tain 
herself there 
by 
force or 
leave only after the area is irrevo­ 
cably Communistic. 
The 
economic 
unification 
of 
Germany, 
block ed 
so 
far 
by 
France, is im portant to American 
taxpayers. 
Only 
by 
unification can Ger­ 
many develop her light industries 
and her general economy for ex­ 
port trade. W ithout export trade 
she cannot feed herself. In desper­ 
ation. .Secretary of State Jam es 
F. Byrnes has offered to join the 
American zone to any or all of 
the other zones in an effort to 
sta rt Germany toward 
self-sup­ 
port. Great Britain will tak e us 
up on that. 
So long as France persists in her

to 
1200,000.OO1) a year into the Amer­ 
ican zone to help support its pop­ 
ulation -or pull 
out and permit 
the late enemy to stew in his own 
juices.

American zone is hungry. 
I ate a full day s rations at one 
meal and I k now, in Winter, its 
people are cold. Increasingly, they 
are despondent. The whole objec­ 
tive of German rehabilitation is 
being block ed by the French re­ 
fusal to permit Germany to re­ 
sume economic unity.

Edgings Im portant to Garden U p k e e p

EDGINGS ar* not only Im- 
portant to garden upkeep, but are 
a sign of good housekeeping on the 
part of the gardener. 
When cutting a new edge for 
flower bed or lawn, or truing up 
an old edge, use a string or cord 
instead of relying upon the accu­ 
racy of your eye. A professional 
gardener 
will 
always 
"run 
a 
string" to keep hts edges straight. 
Common clothespins can be use­ 
ful In holding a string os cord in 
place, as illustrated in the accom­ 
panying G a r d e n - Graph. Even 
though the cord may be tightly 
strung from end stake to end 
stake, one is apt to move the cord 
back and forth with the edging 
tool, unless It is pinned in place at 
frequent intervals with clothes­ 
pins. 
Flower beds frequently require 
•dging to keep the loose soil from 
being washed by rains onto the ad­ 


joining walk or lawn area. Brick 
edgings are splendid for this pur­ 
pose when they are in harmony 
with the architecture of the house. 
Brick edgings can be set into 
the ground endways, as illustrat­ 
ed, or they can be set on end, 
slantwise. No m atter which way 
they are placed it La important to 
sink them into the ground at least 
half of their length. 
The straight up-ended position 
of the brick is to Iv* preferred to 
setting them on a 45 degree angle, 
for this latter method presents 
sharp corn* rs for the gardener* 
tools to chip off. 
Sharp comers em brick edgings 
are often uncomfortable for the 
person working in adjoining flow er 
beds, for such work usually is don# 
in a kneeling position.

In Sandusky Bay itself is John- 
*on’a Island where Confederate 


were housed. 
Nearby is Kelley’s Island with 
Its mysterious Inscription Rocks 
and its huge Glacial Grooves. 
Near Castalia is the amazing 
Blue Hole. 
The outlet to en un­ 
derground river, the level and 
the temperature of the water re­ 
main constant. Tradition says that 
the depth has never yet been 
plumbed. 
At Cedar Point there are beach­ 
es for those who wish to lie on 
the sand and sun themselves or 
enjoy the coolness of Lake Erie's 
water. 
Hotels and tourist houses are 
plentiful for those who wish to 
spend a longer time in this his­ 
toric and scenic area.
